Cora Rinehart Dies

MISS CORA RINEHART 

Miss Cora Rinehart, well known 
Vulcan resident, passed away Dec*. 
23, in the Vulcnn hospital, follow¬ 
ing a long illness. She was 73 years 
of age. 

Born at Cairo, Ohio, April 24, 
1883, she came to Canada to the 
Nanton district in 1909. Nursing in 
private homes was her main work 
until 1917, when she built a small 
hospital in Vulcan and operated it 
until December 1928, at which 
time her health caused her to 
give up nursing.
